vacation from school is likely to 
be something he knows about 
only from hearing his parents 
and g randparents rem inisce 
about their school day s. 
Some experts are predicting , 
in fact, that schools will be op­ 
erating y ear-round by the mid­ 
eig hties, a mere 15 y ears from 
now. 
Whether to leng then the 
scho o l y ear is no lo ng er the 
questio n in numero us co m­ 
munities. The co nsidera tio n 
now is to determine wha t 
form of ex tended y ear will 
best meet their requirements. 
Communities for the most 
part are/calling fo r updating the 
school calendar with the hope of 
relieving the burden of increas­ 
ing costs and achieving im­ 
proved learning . 
Last y ear the Francis Howell 
School District, near St. Louis, 
Mo., converted to y ear-round 
school rather than schedule 
split sessions in its elementary 
schools. The schools were over­ 
crowded and new construction 
was infeasible because the dis­ 
trict already was committed to 
the limit of its bonding power 
for new classrooms just built. 
Under their pla n the student 
bo dy is div ided into fo ur 
g ro ups, which a ttend fo ur 
terms during a y ea r. At a ny 
o ne time o nly three g ro ups 
a re in scho o l a nd o ne is o n v a ­ 
ca tio n. Ea ch term la sts nine 
weeks, fo llo wed by a three- 
week v a ca tio n (4 5 :1 5 -da y 
ra tio ). Gro uping s a re ma de 
o n a g eo g ra phica l ba sis so 
children in the sa me fa mily 
a nd neig hbo rho o d a ttend the 
sa me terms. This fa cilita tes 
busing a lso . 
Here, as in other places where 
the school y ear has been ex­ 
tended, increased expenditure 
has been necessary for salaries 
and maintenance. Major main­ 
tenance projects, previously 
scheduled when school 
was 
closed, now have to be worked 
into the tig hter, more continu­ 
ous use of classrooms and relat­ 
ed facilities. 
The y ear-round plan was ap­ 
proved by the majority of par­ 
ents answering a survey in the 
Francis Howell District. Most 
felt, however, that air-condi-

school y ear is not a fad nor 
panacea. Rather, the advocates 
assert, it is an effective and 
practical means of achieving 
better learning at a reasonable 
cost. 
Witho ut ma jo r curriculum 
rev isio n a nd impro v ements, 
• ho wev er, a leng thened scho o l 
y ea r wo uld represent no thing 
mo re tha n tha t. Intellig ently 
a nd co o pera tiv ely imple­ 
mented, sa y pro po nents, the 
y ea r-ro und co ncept pro v ides 
the ba sis fo r a cco mplishing 
wo rthy o bjectiv es such a s 
ma king a v a ila ble mo re cla ss­ 
ro o ms; reducing cla ss size; 
streng thening the curricu­ 
lum; elimina ting o bso lete fa ­ 
cilities; meeting the specia l 
needs o f disa dv a nta g ed chil­ 
dren, ta lented students, a nd 
o ther specia l g ro ups; a nd la st 
but no t lea st, ma king better 
use o f funds. 


Astronauts busy with flying 
lab after lengthy sleep 


SPACE CENTER, Houston 
(AP) — Refreshed and in g ood 
humor after sleeping late, the 
Apollo 15 astronauts operated a 
fly ing phy sics laboratory in 
moon orbit today , mapping a 
larg e area of the lunar surface. 
“We slept nine hours and 
we’re in g reat shape,’’ David 
R. Scott reported. 
With all spacecraft sy stems 
working well, Mission Control 
Center let Scott, Jam es B. Ir­ 
win and Alfred M. Worden 
sleep nearly six hours past 
their intended 5:16 a.m. EDT 
wakeup time. 
The spacemen were weary 
from a nig ht of stowing moon 
treasure and a brief scare that 
forced them to a real-life test 
of a precaution ordered after 
the deaths of the three Soviet 
cosmonauts in June. 
As a precaution, they wore 
pressurized space suits for the 
maneuver that jettisoned the 


lunar module Falcon. The sepa­ 
ration was delay ed when the 
astronauts suspected a leak in 
one of their spaceships. 
But checks showed there was 
no leak and Falcon was kicked 
away two hours late. The So­ 
viet cosmonauts died when a 
pressure leak developed as they 
executed a similar separation, 
and just a few weeks ag o, the 
U.S. space ag ency decided the 
Apollo 15 crew should wear pro­ 
tective suits as a safeg uard. 
Upon awakening , the astro­ 
nauts had a lig ht-hearted ex­ 
chang e with capsule commu­ 
nicator Joe Allen and then be­ 
g an operating a $17 million a r­ 
ray of scientific instruments 
which are chemically and pho­ 
tog raphically charting nearly 20 
per cent of the moon’s surface. 
They will continue the ojrbital 
science tasks until late Wednes­ 
day when they are to fire out of 
orbit to head for a Saturday 


splashdown 
in 
the 
Pacific 
Ocean. 
They were nearly 4V2 hours 
late g oing to sleep and chief as­ 
tronaut Donald K. Slay ton told 
Scott 
and 
Irwin, 
who 
had 
walked the moon, to take some 
sleeping pills “so y ou can real­ 
ly power down for the nig ht.’’ 
But Scott reported today that 
sleeping pills were not neces­ 
sary . 


There were a few anxious 
moments Monday as the astro­ 
nauts were about to jettison the 
lunar lander Falcon. Worden 
noted a hig her-than-normal rise 
in pressure in the tunnel con­ 
necting the two ships. 


This 
indicated 
a 
possible 
leak, with oxy g en flowing into 
the tunnel throug h either the 
command or lunar ship hatch. 
Mission Control told the as­ 
tronauts they were in no dan­ 
g er and advised them to delay 


the Falcon jettison while they 
looked for the potential prob­ 
lem. 


The astronauts vented some 
of the excess pressure down to 
1.6 pounds, per sq uare inch. 
They 
watched 
it 
as 
they 
swooped around the moon’s 
backside, out of radio contact. 
When they reappeared, they re­ 
ported the pressure in the pas­ 
sag e and in both ships holding 
steady . 


Mission Control then decided 
there was no leak and Falcon 
was kicked loose at 9 :05 p.m., 
two hours later than planned. 
The reason for the recorded 
pressure rise was not known. It 
may have been a faulty sensor. 


The sudden discrepancy in 
pressure was reminiscent of the 
Soy uz 11 accident June 30 when 
the three cosmonauts died dur­ 
ing . re-entry after their space­ 


ship sprung a leak and depr­ 
essurized suddenly . 


There was a major difference 
between the two situations. The 
Russians could not detect such 
a pressure leak because their 
desig n did not have an ade­ 
q uate pressure detection sy s­ 
tem. 


A leak would be immediately 
apparent in an Apollo space­ 
craft by a variety of means. 
And the astronauts could over­ 
come it by resealing the hatch. 
If that failed, the independent 
pressurization sy stem of their 
space suits and helmets would 
have protected them. 


The astronauts were wearing 
spacesuits for the Falcon jetti­ 
son specifically because of the 
Soy uz trag edy , the first Apollo 
crew to do so for this particular 
maneuver. 
New postal 
service in 
money trouble 


Nationalists from the seating of 
the Communists and to deter­ 
mine that the expulsion is an 
“important q uestion’’ req uiring 
a two-thirds majority . 
Defeat of the U.S. efforts 
would clear the way for the im­ 
mediate seating of Peking . It 
also would be easier for Nation­ 
alist China—and its American 
supporters—to swallow U.S. ac­ 
ceptance of Formosa’s ouster. 
However, even pro-Peking dip­ 
lomats do not rule out the pos­ 
sibility that the United States 
can muster enoug h votes to kill 
the expulsion. 
“The United States has a lot 
of influence,’’ one diplomat 
said, “and y ou can never be 
sure how many votes they can 
g et.” 
On the q uestion of Chinese 
representation in the Security 
Council, Secretary of State Wil­ 
liam P. Rog ers also seemed to 
move away from past U.S. pol­ 
icy which sug g ested that Wash­ 
ing ton would use its veto to 
keep Nationalist China from 
being ousted.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Only 
a month old, the U.S. Postal 
Service is g etting into the kind 
of financial trouble that con­ 
vinced Cong ress to replace the 
old Post Office Department 
with 
the 
new, 
streamlined 
ag ency . 
Postal officials now expect 
costs to run some $430 million 
above available funds this y ear, 
and are looking either to m ai­ 
lers, taxpay ers or perhaps to 
both to make up the difference. 
Contributing to the red-ink 
forecast for fiscal 1972 are the 
$l-billion-plus, 
two-y ear 
con­ 
tract sig ned with postal unions 
last month and a smaller-than- 
expected appropriation 
from 
Cong ress. 
Postal officials admit they ’re 
faced with a dilemma they 
haven’t y et decided how to 
handle. But fig uring they have 
put in all the cost-saving re­ 
forms possible at this time, 
they say there is only one way 
to make ends meet: g et more 
money . 
And 
there 
are only 
two 
sources of money : from the 
mailing public throug h further 
rate increases, or from the tax­ 
pay er throug h a supplemental 
appropriation from Cong ress. 
Rates were increased by $1.45 
billion on a temporary basis 
last May 16, and the Postal 
Service is dickering with the 
Postal 
Rate Commission 
to 
make the rates permanent. 
Althoug h the postal-reorg ani- 
zation leg islation that became 


fully effective July 1 envisioned 
a self-sustaining Postal Service 
eventually , it provided for decr­ 
easing deficits to be made up 
by 
cong ressional 
appropria­ 
tions. 
But 
Cong ress 
lopped 
$430.2 million off the total sub­ 
sidy req uest of more than $1.5 
billion. 
Then on July 20, after a full 
sixth 
months of neg otiating 
with the seven recog nized post­ 
al unions, the Postal Service 
ag reed to a contract that will 
add $1 billion to $1.1 billion to 
its wag e costs over two y ears, 
including $650 million to $7 00 
million this fiscal y ear. 
In an effort to cut short hear­ 
ing s on the permanent rate pro­ 
posal, which have drag g ed on 
since May 17, the Postal Serv­ 
ice last week promised mail 
users a moratorium on further 
rate increases until July 1, 
197 2, if they would accept the 
rate packag e as proposed. 
The Postal Service’s financial 
boss, Senior Assistant Post­ 
master General Jam es W. Har­ 
g rove, told the m ailers the 
service would seek the full 
$4 30 
million from taxpay ers if a 
.deal could be made. 
The mailers are scheduled to 
g ive Harg rove their answer 
Thursday . 
According to Harg rove, this 
leaves the Postal Service with 
three options: g oing to Con­ 
g ress for the full $4 30 million, 
raising rates to take in an addi­ 
tional $430 million, or a com­ 
bination of both.

The low bid on the fourth sec­ 
tion of the East-West Extension 
of the Illinois Tollway from Au­ 
rora to Rock Falls has been ap­ 
proved by the Illinois State Toll 
Hig hway Authority Boand. 
The bid approved by the di­ 
rectors was for $12,297 ,098.50 for 
a 10.3-mile section from the De- 
Kalb county line northwest to 
the city of DeKalb. The contrac­ 
tors awarded the construction 
in a joint venture were Newberg 
Construction, Brig hton Building 
and Maintenance Co. and Krug 
Excavation Co. 
Preliminary work, which in­ 
cludes staking out of the rig ht- 
of-way , setting material y ards 
and removing the topsoil, is be­ 
g inning along sections E-3 and 
E-6; however; formal g round­ 
breaking is not scheduled until 
late in Aug ust 
Elliot W. Frank, chairman of 
the Illinois State Toll Hig hway 
Authority , said “We expect that 
traffic will be permitted on the 
hig hway in October of 197 2, 


weather permitting a g ood con­ 
struction season. When com­ 
pleted, the new four-lane lim it­ 
ed access sy stem will cut at 
least 30 minutes off the present 
travel time from Rock Falls to 
Chicag o. 


“As a result, residents of 
Northern Illinois and Central 
Iowa as far as Cedar Rapids can 
look forward to a sig nificant 
and beneficial upturn in their 
respective economies due to 
faster and safer hig hway s.” 


Frank also pointed out that 
the Illinois Tollway aids in this 
g rowth because it is a road built 
and maintained without tax 
money . Tolls pay for the road 
and its maintenance. 
Construction on section E-7 
will beg in in preliminary form 
in two weeks. Statistics on that 
section call for 3 million cubic 
y ards of excavation, 2,500,000 
cubic y ards of embankment and 
350,000 sq uare y ards of poured 
concrete.

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Secret paper reform 


The publication of the National 
Review of “ the secret Pentagon 
papers they (the New York Times 
and other 
newspapers) 
didn’t 
publish” 
has put 
a 
typically 
American, Phineas T. Barnum-type 
flourish on the biggest, and short­ 
est, domestic flap of the year. 
The “ secrets,” of course, were 
fabricated from whole cloth. The 
intention, explained editor William 
F. Buckley Jr., was merely to prove 
that people will believe anything 
purporting to be a secret document 
if its contents are reasonably 
plausible. 
But by 
giving 
Americans 
a 
chance to laugh at themselves, or at 
gullible journalists anyway, Buckley 
has also, unfortunately, made it 
easier for them to shrug off the 
whole affair, along with its deeper 
implications. 
Thus we can forget the fact that 
the government still has “ at least 20 
million classified documents,” 
according to former Pentagon 
security 
expert 
W illiam 
G. 
Florence, and that “ at least 99.5 per 
cent of them” could safely be 
disclosed. Many of them, in fact, are 
nothing but newspaper clippings. 
According to Rep. Ogden R. Reid, 
R-N.Y., there are 8,000 officers in 
the Defense Department alone with 
the authority to classify documents 
as “ Secret” or “ Top Secret.” 
Each year since 
1861, 
the 
government has been publishing 
new volumes in a 
monumental 
series 
called 
“ The 
Foreign 
Relations of the United States.” It 
runs a quarter-century behind 
events. Volumes published in 1971 
will cover 1946. 
But the series contains only 
papers in the State Department files 
and, good as it is, it omits many 
important 
documents, 
charges 
journalist and historian William L. 
Shirer. 
“ Based on my own experience 
here and abroad of trying to get at 


the truth in writing history,” he 
says, “ I have been forced to con­ 
clude that governments deny access 
to secret documents not because 
publication endangers “ national 
security” or “ national 
interest” 
(what crimes have been committed 
in their name!) but know the facts.” 
Says 
Rutgers 
University 
historian Lloyd C. Gardner, “ A 25- 
vear moratorium is simply too long 
a time for the welfare and continued 
vigor of political democracy.” 


Obviously, some new rules are 
needed. James C. Hagerty, White 
House 
press 
secretary 
under 
President Eisenhower and now 
president of the American Broad­ 
casting 
Company, 
suggests 
a 
periodic review of all classified 
material by an independent board or 
commission or by the National 
Security Council to determine 
whether existing documents or 
portions of them can be declassified. 


Atomic 
scientist 
Eugene 
Rabinovich suggests a sim ilar 
declassifying board made up of 
representatives from all three 
branches of the government and 
operating under a clear legal 
procedure. 
Roger 
Hillsman, 
assistant 
secretary of state in the Kennedy 
administration, suggests periodic 
reviews of all documents by the 
appropriate committee of Congress. 
Congressional legislation and 
initiative could help redress the 
current situation, agrees Rep. Reid. 
“ But more fundamentally,” he 
says, “ what we need is government 
with faith in the American people 
and in their right to participate in 
the great decisions. If we do not see 
this now, after the Bay of Pigs, the 
Dominican 
Republic 
intervention 
and the whole tragic history of In­ 
dochina, then as a nation we do not 
really understand democracy.” 
But when have the governors 
ever had faith in the governed? 


Reform vs. unity 
splits Democrats 


Two strong trends, 
in clear 
conflict with each other, are tugging 
at the Democratic party. One is bent 
toward smoothing over differences 
for the big presidential struggle of 
1972. The other gives party reform 
top priority, even if the push for it 
enlarges those differences. 
Seven months of 1971 travel with 
the active Democratic presidential 
candidates in nearly half the 50 
states showed the unity urge to be 
yery powerful. 
Here in Illinois, in Minnesota, 
California, New York and other 
places, the word is plain: 
“ People in the party don’t want 
another Chicago, another 1968. They 
don’t want any more big battles. The 
sooner they get a chance to line up 
behind one guy for the presidential 
nomination, the better they’ll like 
it.” 
What this means is that if one 
candidate jumps off into an early 
1972 lead by winning most of the 
March-April primaries, 
hundreds 
and hundreds of party leaders at all 
levels will quickly move his way. 
They are just looking for the excuse 
to move. 
More importantly, however, they 
fear another political bloodbath of 
that sort could cost them the next 
election. And, taken together, the 
unity types are governed by one 
overriding, pragmatic purpose — to 
beat President Nixon. 
The hardline party reformers, on 
the other hand, are postponing their 
worry over Nixon. What they want 
first is 100 per cent compliance with 
agreed reforms on the part of the 50 
state Democratic organizations. 
Most of the proposed changes 
have to do with opening up party 
procedures to allow for freer, more 
current, more balanced selection of 
national convention delegates. 
The militant reformers are quite 
right in saying that only a handful of 
state organizations are today in 


evident compliance with McGovern- 
Fraser 
commission 
reform 
guidlines. The commission’s own 
July 16 report cited nine in this 
category, including just one (Ohio) 
of the most populous 10. 
Another five, including New 
Jersey, 
have “ unofficially 
com­ 
plied,” whatever that means. Some 
28 states have assured the national 
party they will be in full, official 
compliance by the end of 1971. 
Deducting for overlaps, that could 
raise the compliance total to al­ 
most 40. 
But the reformers are skeptical 
as they watch the slow pace. Under 
prod from Kenneth Bode, former 
commission research chief, a whole 
rash of lawsuits may develop in 
challenge 
to 
1972 
convention 
delegations which might be chosen 
by rules not fitting the guidlines. 
Even without this organized 
undertaking, the Democrats’ Miami 
Beach convention seems sure to 
feature many delegation challenges. 
At the reform commission’s recent 
meeting, Paul Austin Ranney of the 
University of Wisconsin said: 
“ Nixon 
could be 
elected 
by 
default, because the convention may 
be tied up for four months by 
credentials challenges.” 
The hardliners are purists, and 
they are not prepared to give any 
state “ A” for effort. They want the 
whole bag right now. 
The conflict is already severe. 
Listening to commission staff 
director Robert Nelson put a good 
face on reform moves up to this 
date, an urgent hardliner called the 
performance “ nauseating.” In their 
turn, the regulars look upon Bode 
and his type as potential party 
wreckers who could cost 
the 
Democrats the White House. Their 
point: Give the American voters 
another round of Democratic con­ 
vention chaos in 1972, and they’ll 
happily reelect Richard Nixon. 


Flemish and Walloons in Belgium

B RU S S E L S - Distinguished 
American Ambassador John S. D. 
Eisenhower, the able son of a great 
father, is serving in a country as di­ 
vided and shattered as a crock 
tossed off a Brussels tower. Yet, he 
is in the homeland of the Common 
Market, dedicated to Western 
European 
unity. 
Ambassador 
Eisenhower sees the irony of this on 
all sides. 
The split dramatically reveals the 
myth that Belgium is a single nation 
merely speaking two different lan­ 
guages. And today the actual truth 
is Belgium’s nightmare—and the 
nightmare of Ambassador Eisen­ 
hower as well. 
For over a century, profiting 
from its industrialization, the 
French-speaking Walloon region 
ruled this country. The Flanders re­ 
gion was the backward, agricultural 
part. The Flemings were in every 
way secondary here—a second class 
citizens, if you want to put it that 
way. 
Now the power is reversed. 
Flanders is flourishing. The Walloon 
region is relentlessly sliding down­ 
hill. And the same unprecedented, 
revolutionary 
change 
— 
Ac­ 
companied by a great deal of citizen 
bitterness — runs all through the 
government to which Ambassador 


Eisenhower is accredited. 
Only a few years ago no knowing 
Belgian 
would have 
thought 
it 
possible that the premier would 
Flemish. 
But Prem ier Gaston 
Eyskens is Flemish. Both president 
of the two parliamentary chambers 
are Flemish. The Flemings have 
captured a solid majority in each 
chamber. The governor of Bel­ 
gium’s national bank is Flemish. So 
is the chairman of the powerful 
Federation of Industries. Only the 
loreign ministry remains in Walloon 
hands. 
And all 
this dynamic 
progress of the historically secon­ 
dary Flemings has brought panic to 
the outragea Walloons. Moreover, 
as the Fleming’s birthrate far out­ 
strips that of the Walloons, the Wal­ 
loons fear that they are now con­ 
demned to a permanent minority 
status in a sea of Flemish ascen­ 
dancy. 


Many Walloons saw this change 
coming. 
Belgium, 
fortunately, 
emerged from World War II with 
most of its industry intact — and 
promptly entered into a period of 
great prosperity. But the excesses 
backfired on the economy and the 
people. And in this country of coal 
mines, especially, the millions of 
france squandered on doomed, 
uncompetitive mines and other un-

What's his name?

WASHINGTON (NEA) - We 
hear plenty these days about the 
country’s need for better leadership, 
from the presidency on down. But 
how goes it with the led? 
Not really very well. Too many 
people seem to be trying either to fob 
the whole burden of social respon­ 
sibility off on their leaders, or to 
shuck the load by insisting the only 
important thing is being able to do 
what one wishes. 
Fact is, the “ led” don’t even keep 
very good track of who their leaders 
are, or might be. 
Everybody in politics is moaning 
about the high costs of campaigning. 
The critical cost factor is televi­ 
sion. And a very good part o* a 
candidate’s television effort is de­ 
signed either to gain or to hold 
recognition. 
There isn’t a single 1972 presiden­ 
tial prospect in the Democratic 
party who hasn’t been on national 
television many times this year, and 
who hasn’t had his name in the 
papers endless times. But some of 
them 
have 
astonishingly 
low 
recognition rating. 
Is it wholly or even largely the 
contenders’ fault? Or is it possible 
that millions of viewers scan the 
tube with a kind of “ in one eye and 
gone tomorrow” indifference? 
The mature American of today is 
supposed to be the best informed 
citizen in our history. It seems 
reasonable that he ought to be able 
to identify six or eight presidential 
bidders without the promotion 
man’s television hammerstrokes 
coming every hour on the hour as a 
campaign waxes hot. 
Before China pushed the Pen­ 
tagon papers into the library, a lot of 
leading U.S. figures were saying 
that the country’s handling of the 
Vietnam problem would have been 
vastly different “ if the public had 
known what the papers show was 
going on in high government circles 
at the time.” 
Really? The public’s response to 
the papers 
themselves 
did 
not 
exactly encourage that notion. Polls 
showed 45 per cent of the public had 
never heard of them. Indeed, only 14 
i 


of 435 U.S. House members had 
studied them. 
As I reported once before, one 
person familiar with the Pentagon 
study from the beginning says he 
learned 
as 
much 
from 
the 
newspapers of the time (up to 1968) 
as he did from hitherto unpublished 
Vietnam war documents. Several 
observers have established that the 
key elements of the U.S. effort on 
Vietnam were laid out in print long 
before the Petagon papers “ ex­ 
posed” them. 
When this point was made 
recently at a briefing by a former 
White House official, one observer 
said: 
“ Well, maybe the stuff was 
printed, but the leadership didn’t get 
the story across to the public.” 
Actually, 
the 
leadership” 
leaked many of the earlier ac­ 
counts. Some of them hit newspaper 
front pages, and some took many 
minutes of television’s 
prime 
evening news time. What are the 
leaders supposed to do? Read the 
stuff over the tube like the late 
Mayor LaGuardia reading the 
funnies on the radio? 
In a democracy, we’re all sup­ 
posed to be grown-up folks who take 
in great volumes of information, 
digest it, weigh it, and come up with 
sound judgments of men and issues. 
The evidence, off our history, is 
that we’ve been pretty lucky on this 
score. Americans go by very broad 
impressions in picking leaders. At 
the presidential level, they’ve 
avoided 
disaster, 
though 
not 
mediocrity. They’ve turned up some 
good ones when they most needed 
them. 
But often (quite often of late) 
they’ve tossed out good governors 
who were tough enough to tax them 
when money was needed, and have 
penalized others for limited reasons 
having little to do with over-all 
competence. 
Too many Americans think 
leadership should strew roses in 
their path. They don’t want hard 
demands from a leader. Nor do they 
want to make hard demands on 
themselves, as the “ led” should do 
when acting responsibly. 


economic Belgian industries paid off 
in a catastrophic recession in the 
Walloon region. 
During the ’50s Belgium became 
the country with the lowest growth 
rate in the Common Market. The 
paradoxes you still see here began 
then. The Belgians are the least 
traveled of all Western Europeans. 
They read considerably less than the 
others. They have fewer bathrooms 
per household than even the far- 
poorer Italians. Yet, they eat more 
meat, bread, butter, etc., than any 
Common Market country. 
When massive investment came 
in here from America and other for­ 
eign sources during the ’60s it zeroed 
in on the Antwerp area — and Ant­ 
werp is in Flanders. The resulting 
recovery has made Antwerp today 
one of Europe’s most thriving and 
expanding industrial centers while 
the Walloon area languishes further 
and further behind. 
Ambassador Eisenhower spoke 
of the great University of Louvain. I 
spent yesterday there. It is 546 years 
old, its students number 30,000, and 
it is certainly one of the most pre­ 
stigious seats of learning in the 
entire world. But now Lauvain is 
being split into two separate 
universities — a tragic example of 
the internal bitterness. 
From the senate of the university 


on down, the French-speakirlg 
people always controlled august 
l/Hivain, although Louvain is in 
Femish-speaking Flanders. Today it 
is split into 16,000 Flemish and 14,000 
French-speaking 
students 
anil 
professors, who have been thruSt 
into two different worlds and who 
have severed all professional rela­ 
tions. 


The professors use the same lec­ 
ture halls but the coordination of the 
university’s courses has stopped. In 
fact, the French-speakers are now 
being physically evicted. They have 
been ordered to move to a group of 
strange premises being built on Wal­ 
loon territory. 


The heart-rending breakup gf 
Ix>uvain even includes its world-fa­ 
mous library — and in an astoun- 
dinglv riduculous way. Unable to 
agree on how to divide the library’s 
1.6 million books in today’s emotion- 
charged conflict, the administrators 
turned to the lib rary’s index 
records. They decided that volumes 
indexed under even numbers will 
stay with the Flemings at Louvain, 
those with odd numbers will go with 
the Walloons. 
And we speak of America as a 
fractured country!

early as 17 6 0. 
J o hn Go rham pio neered the 
use o f machinery in pro ducing 
silv erware in the 184 0’s, and the 
speaker also discussed the 
differences between “ chased” 
and engrav ed silv er as she 
display ed numero us silv er 
pieces fro m her co llectio n.

Lunar rock samples 
excite scientists 


SPACE CENTER, 
Houston 
(AP) — Lunar scientists are in­ 
trigued by the unusual rocks 
collected by Apollo 15 at the 
base of the moon’s Apennine 
Mountains. They’re eager to 
get them into the laboratory 
and find out if they might be as 
old as the moon itself. 
“ The rock is definitely the 
high point of the traverse,” Dr. 
S. A. Zist of M assachusetts In­ 
stitute of Technology said Sun­ 
day after astronauts David R. 
Scott and Jam es B. Irwin col­ 
lected two rocks Scott excitedly 
described as anorthosites. 
The description was followed 
immediately by cautious specu­ 
lation the moon explo rers 
might have found pieces of the 
original 
lunar crust 
formed 
more than four billion years 
ago when the moon was a mol­ 
ten blob beginning to cool. 
“ Guess what we just found,” 
Scott said. “ As a m atter of fact 
... oh boy, I think we might 
have ourselves something close 
to an anorthosite.” 
Anorthosite is a rock that 
contains almost 9 0 per cent 
plagioclase—a 
mineral 
com­ 
posed 
of 
calcium, 
sodium, 
aluminum and silicates. 
Finding pieces of anortho­ 
site—especially 
pieces 
with 
large crystals as Scott and Ir­ 
win indicated their sam ples 
contained—is 
significant 
be­ 
cause of a popular theory that 
the original lunar crust might 
be composed of such rocks. 
The anorthosite, the theory 
says, was carved out of the 
moon’s 
primordial 
surface 
when great objects from space 
struck the earth satellite. The 
chunks rained down on certain 
regions of the moon forming 
the lunar highlands. 
Apollo 15 , which landed on 
the edge of the lunar highlands, 
didn’t yield any large rocks 


that could definitely be identi­ 
fied as pieces of crust. Pieces 
of anorthosite were found on 
earlier missions, but they were 
so tiny and their origin so un­ 
certain that no one could be 
sure if they were from the 
crust. 
What is needed is a large 
piece of anorthosite that can 
easily by studied and passed 
around to many scientists. 
The 
lunar 
experts 
hoped 
anorhosite 
would 
be 
more 
abundant on the slopes of the 
Apennine Mountains because 
more of it would have been 
thrown there when a 5 0-mile 
wide object struck the moon 
and created Imbrium Basin to 
the north. 
The 
astronauts 
had 
been 
carefully schooled to look for it. 
“ That’s why they got so ex­ 
cited. We’ve taken them on 
field trips on earth to see bod­ 
ies of anorthosite so they would 
be fam iliar with it,” explained 
Dr. Robin Brett, chief of the 
geochemistry branch at the 
Manned Spacecraft Center. 
Anorthosite, while rare on 
earth, does exist in several 
areas including Wyoming and 
the Adirondack Mountains. 
“ It has been the notion of 
most of us that anorthosite is 
old,” said Dr. Harold Urey of 
the University of California at 
San Diego. “ Of course, finding 
out will have to wait until we 
get it into the laboratory.” 
Most rocks on the moon that 
have been carefully studied to 
determine age are less than 
four billion years old. Geolo­ 
gists say a piece of the original 
lunar crust would have to be 
older, perhaps 4.4 billion or 4.5 
billion years. 
“ But the crust is going to 
consist of a variety of rock 
types and ages because when 
the moon cooled I can’t believe

the 
process 
was 
uniform,” 
Brett said. “ In a way the idea 
of an ‘original lunar crust’ is 
not consistent.” 
Scott’s report that he could 
see crystals was interpreted as 
further evidence the rock might 
be old. 
Large crystals, the scientists 
explained, 
means 
the 
rock 
cooled and changed from the 
liquid to solid state very slowly. 
This can only happen deep in 
the moon—further evidence the 
unusual rocks might have been 
gouged from far within the lu­ 
nar crust. 
At one point Scott and Irwin 
debated the color of the rocks 
they found, their own color vi­ 
sion altered by the glare of sun­ 
light and their gold visors. 
They thought they found one 
sam ple that was green, but lat­ 
er determined it was gray. 
“ This visor makes it green,” 
Scott said. 
“ Remember 
about

The 
chamber 
of 
deputies 
angrily lashed back in July with 
a 5 2 -2 vote censuring Pacheco 
Areco for “ violating the consti­ 
tution" and recommended the 
senate castigate him also. 
The senate is studying a 
proposal by the broad front to 
bring impeachment proceedings 
against the president, but it is 
doubtful if two-thirds of the 31 
members will vote for such a 
strong move. 
Meanwhile, the public unrest 
continues in the form of labor 
strikes 
for higher 
pay 
and 
student riots in support of the 
Tupamaros.

Ronald C. Flemal, Dep art­ 
ment of Geolog y at Northern 
Illinois Univ ersity , DeKalb, and 
Dr. Dou g las E. Wade, Dep art­ 
m ent 
of 
Ou tdoor Teacher 
Edu cation at Lorado Taft Field 
Camp u s, Oreg on, p rep ared the 
booklet of descrip tion for the 
v ariou s stops and led the g rou p . 
The first stop was at the Pine 
Rock Natu re Preserv e on 111. 64 , 
fou r miles east of Oreg on where 
the g rou p was div ided into two 
g rou p s with one g rou p following 
Dr. Wade and the other Flemal. 
The Pine Rock Natu re Preserv e 
has 7V2 acres on the north of the 
hig hway and 51 acres sou th of 
the hig hway . The land was p u r­ 
chased in 1964 by the Illinois 
Chap ter of the Natu re Conser­ 
v ancy from Alonzo Miller. The

The area contains some oak 
woodlands and a v ariety of 
p rairie rem nants in v ery sandy 
soil to marsh and wetlands.

Wade described the nativ e 
p lants and stated that close to 
4 00 different kinds of p lants 
hav e already been listed, in­ 


clu ding some 61 “aliens” which 
hav e inv aded the territory 
either by wind or by birds.

Wade, which is constru cted of 
demolite and sev eral kinds of 
limestones, g athered by the 
Wades locally , within a sev en 
mile radiu s at v ariou s qu arries.

The

Soys:

Dear Dr. Lamb— I am 16 
years old and have been having 
pains in my right side for more 
than a year. I went to the doctor 
and he said it acts like appendi­ 
citis but he’s not sure. I don’t 
usually have fever but I have 
vomited. He said he doesn’t 
want to operate unless he really 
must. I read in one of your ar­ 
ticles that sometimes attacks of 
pain not clearly appendicitis 
are noted before a definite at­ 
tack occurs. Can this be what’s 
happening to me? What should I 
do? 
Dear Reader— In young girls 
especially, pain in the right side 
sim ilar to appendicitis can be 
caused by ovulation. The pain is 
usually midway between pe­ 
riods, and is known as the mid­ 
dle pain. More than one girl has 
been operated on for appendici­ 
tis when this was the real prob­ 
lem. 
Often the doctor has no way of 
telling the difference and prop­ 
erly concludes it is better to op­ 
erate and be wrong than not op­ 
erate and have a ruptured ap­ 
pendix. The fact that you have 
been having several of these 
episodes suggests it is not ap­ 
pendicitis, even if appendicitis 
does often have earlier indefi­ 
nite attacks. 
A second problem is painful 
swelling of lymph nodes in the 
abdomen, which is more com­ 
mon in young people and is hard 
to separate from appendicitis. 
Then there is the old problem of 
disturbances in the digestive 
tract, including irritable colon, 
that may cause acute pain. 
You should note the relation­ 
ship of your attacks to your 
cycle, that might help. Other­ 
wise I think the best thing you 
can do is follow your doctor’s 
advice and be glad you have one 
who isn’t anxious to rush you off 
to the operating room unless he 
is certain you need to go. 
Dear Dr. Lamb— I was told 
by 
VA doctors that 
I have 
pylorospasm. I would like to 
know what this ailment is and if 
there is any treatment and cure 
for it. 
Dear Reader— The outlet of 
the stomach is called the pylor­ 
us and the valve that controls 
the opening is called the pyloric 
valve. The muscular wall of the 
digestive tube in this area can 
contract or go into spasm like 
other areas of the digestive 
tract (colon or esophagus, for 
example). This is called a py­ 
lorospasm. 
There are a lot of things that 
can cause this, and it is sim ilar 
to the hyperacidity or ulcer 
problem. This means that cer­ 
tain spicy foods, too much cof­ 
fee, alcohol and cigarettes all 
can aggravate or cause the 
problem. Dietary management, 
and sometimes the same medi­ 
cines used to treat ulcers are 
helpful. Antacids help reduce 
the acidity and medicines used 
to block the action of nerves to 
the stomach relax the pylorus. 
In fact some cases of pyloro 
spasm are caused by a small ul­ 
cer near the pyloric area.

“ Dr. Cra ne,” his mo ther

do you suppose made him a dia­ 
betic at the age of only four 
years? 
“ I understand that diabetes 
sometimes shows up quite early 
when it has run in both branches 
of the ancestry. 
“ But that doesn’t apply to 
Kevin, as far as we know. 
“ So isn’t it unusual for diabe­ 
tes to appear this early in life ?” 
Diabetic Facts 
Diabetes is generally regard­ 
ed as an ailment of middle age, 
for the typical patient is first 
diagnosed at about the age of 50. 
Like cancer, gray hair, bald­ 
ness and sim ilar non-germ af­ 
flictions of mankind, it is often 
called a deficiency condition. 
But its initial cause may also 
be massive toxic effects on the 


pancreas gland. 
For example, an M.D. friend 
of mine recently had a healthy 
boy of 16 who took down with the 
flu. 
And after five days, the boy 
had suddenly become almost a 
total diabetic, requiring 80 units 
of insulin daily via hypodermic 
needle. 
How did that flu virus injure 
his pancreas? 
Well, the pancreas is a dual- 
purpose gland. 
Via a duct, it secretes pan­ 
creatic juice that drains into the 
intestine to help digest our food. 
But throughout the gland are 
a million or more little clusters 
of cells called Islands of Lan- 
gerhans. 
Their job is to manufacture 


insulin, which then is exuded di­ 
rectly into the blood, without 
any duct or drainage tube. 
Alas, toxins may change a 
healthy person into a diabetic in 
a matter of days. 
They may also produce deaf­ 
ness, as scarlet fever used to do 
for thousands of youngsters. 
And German measles in a 
pregnant 
mother during her 
first 
three months 
can also 
cause various defects in the 
baby. 
Drugs, like thalidomide, as 
well as cigarettes and alcohol, 
can likewise zoom the number 
of defective babies. 
And heavy whiskey drinkers 
often have their liver so scarred 
(cirrhosis) that they die. 
One reason why people say

dia betes a nd ev en ca ncer seem 
to run in families, may not per­ 
tain to their genetic ancestry at 
all but to their inadequate in­ 
take of trace chemicals. 
There are 49 water-soluble 
trace chemical elements in our 
blood but these vary widely in 
am ounts, depending on the 
chemistry of the soil from which 
we derive our vegetables and 
meats.

Septic Tank Disposal 
U n satisfacto ry septic tank 
disposal fields are most obvious 
when a rainy period raises the 
water table. In such situations 
the area over septic tank dis­ 
posal lines overloads with efflu­ 
ent from the tank and becomes 
wet, soggy and som etim es 
“ sm elly.” 
When this happens, the dis­ 
posal field from the septic tank 
must be improved. Do it by add­ 
ing more drain tile, or if the soil 
is too light to absorb the water, 
you may have to install a sand 


filter field. Filter fields are de­ 
scribed in Illinois Department 
of Public Health Circular 4002, 
“ Septic Tanks.” 
Weed Control 
Each year poisonous weeds 
cause nearly two million cases 
of skin poisoning and other skin 
irritation s. A m erican people 
m iss 330 thousand working 
days, have 3.7 million days of 
restricted activity, and spend 50 
million days in bed each year 
because of poisonous weeds. 
Survival and standard of liv­ 
ing depend upon how well we 
manipulate our environment to 
produce an ecological balance 
favorable to man. Weed control 
is one of the m ajor ecological 
m an ipulations n ecessary for 
human comfort as well as for 
efficient, economical crop pro­ 
duction.

Collecting flowers for 
dried arrangements 


August is the month to start 
collecting plant m aterial to use 
in your dried arrangem ents this 
fall and winter. 
Wild flowers and ornamental 
grasses can be found along the 
roadside or railroad right-of- 
way, in swamps and in fields. 
Your garden and shrubs can 
also supply a wealth of m ate­ 
rial— just look around. 
Many plant m aterials can be 
dried without special care. Sim­ 
ply stand or arrange them in a 
sm all amount of water— don’t 
replenish the water su p p ly - 
just let them dry in place. This 
method works well for many 
berried bran ch es, g ra sse s, 
grains, reeds, 
burrs, cones, 
fruits, nuts and seed pods. 
Another easy drying method 
is to tie the stem s together with 
string or wire and hang them 
upside down in a dry, dark, 
well-ventilated place. Darkness 
reduces fading. Flowers, such 
as Queen Anne’s Lace, straw- 
flowers, 
cockscomb, 
zinnias, 
and baby’s breath, dry success­ 
fully by this method. 


After one to three weeks the 
flowers should be thoroughly 
dry and ready for arranging. 
Until you plan to use them, you 
may leave them hanging or 
store them in covered boxes. 
For foliage with a supple, 
glossy bronze look, wax-type 
leaves may be “ cured” in a 
solution of one part glycerine to 
two parts water. Beech, Birch, 
Boxwood, Magnolia, and Rho­ 
dodendron leaves may be cured 
by this method. 
While the leaves are still fresh 
and green, cut a branch one to 
two feet long. Crush the branch 
about two inches along the end, 
then place it in the glycerine- 
water solution. You’ll need to 
replenish the solution as it is ta­ 
ken up into the leaves.
